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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Weber et al discloses that when a mobile 
terminal 7 moves in a particular location, it receives mode change information from Base Station (1,1*) (col. 8, lines 40-48), and mobile 
terminal changes its mode. But Weber et al does not specifically teach that the mobile terminal makes a request to a second entity to 
receive control signal so that it can present a vibration alert signal. Grube et al discloses that a communication station (i.e. the claimed 
device) enters a particular location it makes a request to a communication resource controller (i.e. the claimed second entity) setting 
predetermined volume levels (i.e. second control logic) unit (col. 3, lines 30-38). Therefore, it is obvious to modify Weber's invention by 
Grube's invention in order to reconfigure communication services inside the mobile terminal whenever it enters in a particular location.
